I would remark on the various portions of the above debt, that 
the first portion of it, $40,000, is redeemable in ten years from 
May 1, 1822. 

Tbe second portioo, $5,000 is temporary, and was obtained for 
a period not to exceed one year from the 25th day of May 1828, 
at which time the Treasurer's Note was given therefor. 

The third portion, $6,900, is redeemable at any time ; viz. 
$500 in eight years, and $6,400 in fifteen years at the pleasure 
of the State, out of the proceeds of the sales of Public Lands. 

The fourth portion, $25,000, was obtained for the purpose of 
erecting and completing the Public Buildings, and reimbursable 
at the pleasure of the Government after eight years from dates 
of tbe Treasurer's Notes therefor, viz.

By Act of the 80th Juinaiy 1822, it is made the duty, of the Treaaarer to State 
all monies known to be due from the Clerk's of the Judicial Courts, and from the 
fiheri«6 ofthe several counties-it is with pleasure he has to state, that they 
have been prompt in paymg into the Treasury the monies in their hands belong. 
mg to the State, and that no monies are known to be due from them. 
. TheSUteTax on Weatbrook for the year 1827, stiU remains nnpaid-the 
Collector ofsaid tax was served with a warrant of distress and procured bail— 
the sureties to his bond (who are holden to pay) were called on, and declined 
paying the tax. I also wrote to the Assessors ofsaid Town, requesting pay- 
ment ; they called on me and gave assurances that measures would be 
adopted by the Town to collect and pay the tax into the State Treasury 

In relation to the Public Debt there is an increase ofthe same daring the pres. 
ent year of 06O.9OO, making the whole amount of Debts now outstanding against 
the State $96,900-which inerease arises principaUy from loans obtained on ac 
eomit of the Public Buildings, and to pay off the Members ofthe Legislature at 
the|rla«tSes«on. The loan of nineteen thousand dollars obtained under Resolve

19th. 1880 ; there is also a loan of five thousand dollars obtained by the late

to pay the same whenever called on.

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I am of opinion that excepting the t\Kro loans above mentioned amounting td 
$24,000, Public Buildings and Public Roacb ; that a tax of $60,000 for the 
year 1831, together With the other fixed revenues of the State, will be sufficient 
to meet all the demands on the Treasury for the year. 

Should the Legislature deem it expedient to authorize a new loan to discharge 
the two portions of loan that have become payable, that is, one of $5,000 and 
the other of $19,000. I think it may be effected with advantage to the State, 
judging from the favorable terms oh which the loan of $25,000 was obtained, on 
account of the Public Buildings. This loan was taken at an interest of five per 
cent and a bonus or premium received thereon of five jper cent, reducing the rate 
of interert (varying a fraction) to four per cent. 

I shall with pleasure be ready to give any Committee on the financial concerns 
of the State, all the information in my possession, accompanied with any expla- 
nations that may be desired.
